Sunday, instead of a south 
wind, it is readily admitted 
that we would have.no packing 
houses operative today, 
possibly no school building. 

This would have been a loss 
to our City Tax Department of 
$13,451 annually on real and 
personal property in that dis- 
trict, according to our tax 
books. 

According to Chief Will $14,- 
000 will provide a 12” main in 
and through the packing house 
area to provide fire protection. | 

Is it business judgment to 
allow the lack ‘of spending 
$14,000 to jeopardize an annual 
income of $13,451 to the City? 

The buildings and improve- 
ments in that area are listed 
at $496,000 on the tax books, 
and personal property (equip-; 
ment and machinery) is listed | 
at $542,300. Of course these 
could not be reproduced for 
anything like 1,038,000,00 nor 
would that figure doubled ac- 
count for complementary loss- 
es accompanying such a fire. 

Neither of these figures in- 
clude our school plant, high! 
school and intermediate. i 

If you analyze these figures 
as we do, speak to some mem- į 
ber of your City Commission— 
they want to do what the pub- 
lic wants, 

No one claims that the fire! 
department could have saved! 
the Co-op building, but those| 
who know believe that Blue 
Goose could have been saved 
had Chief Will's recommenda- 
tions been followed.

The most stating fire in 
the history the ety with 
flames “which raced faster than 


a man can run” struck Sunday 
afternoon in the packing house 
section razing the Pioneer 
Growers Cooperative plant, de- 
stroying a portion of the Amer- 
ican Fruit Growers building 
and completely consuming a 
railroad box car, 

Total damage loss has been 
estimated by officials here at 
$750,000. 

Ivan Van Horn spotted the 
flame at the southeast corner 
of the Pioneer Coop and turned 
in the alarm to the local fire 
department about 2:12 p. m., 
according to Fire Chief Law- 
rence Will. By the time Van 
Horn had returned from the 
call, flames were leaping along 
the roof of the new section 
under construction “faster than 
a man can run,” Van Horn re- 
ported, Not knowing the extent 
of the fire, firemen started out 
with one truck and immediately 
radioed back for the other two 
of the department.

Research is setting up new, 
rules for success with pastures 
and the results pay profitable 
returns in livestock gains. Many | 
recent experiments demonstrate

that improved pastures pro- 
duce as much livestock feed 
per acre on comparable land 
as high yielding corn crops 
and considerably more than 
other grain crops. 

The cost per unit of pasture 
production is lower than for 
corn and for other grains. 
Studies of comparative costs 
per 100 pounds of total digesti- 
ble nutrients show that pro- 
duction on improved pastures 
costs less than a third of corn 


for grain, about a third of corn |f 


for silage, and only one fourth 
of oats for grain. 

Returns from pastures per 
man hour of labor are striking- 
ly higher than for other culti- 
vated crops—six times more 
than from corn, nine times 
more than from oats, and near- 
ly ten times more than from 
barley. 

First rule of success in to- 
day's improved pasture is the 
use of the new large, deep- 
rooted grasses and legumes re- 
cently selected for adaption 
to different areas in the Uni- 
ted States. 

Sweet blue lupine, crimson, 
clover, early hairy indigo, pe- 
rennial lespedeza, and new in- 
troductions of Bahia grass hold 
special promise for pastures in 
the South. Even Johnson grass, 
traditional scourge of the cot- 
ton fields, has been transform- 
ed into good pasture material 
when combined with rough 
peas and other reseeding win- 
ter legumes. 

Plenty of fertilizer is the 
next rule for success with’ pro- 
ductive pastures. Comparatively 
large initial applications of fer-
